School of Physical Education at 
McGIII Offers Attractive 
Caiecrs 



Montreal Is the only city in Canada 
where a specialist is provided as a 
teacher of gymnastic work in the pub- 
lic schools. The Protestant schools of 
Montreal, Westmount and Strathcona 
Academy are, therefore. In advance of 
the other schools of the Dominion, 
whose teachers are trained under the 
Strathcona Trust alone. Games are 
arranged for emigrant children, who 
learn "to play thé game," and Indi- 
rectly acquire Canadian ideals. 

The McGill School of Physical Edu- 
cation was founded in 1912 at the re- 
quest of the physical education teach- 
ers of the Protestant Board, and in 
1913 the first three graduates receiv- 
ed diplomas. There are now 47 
graduates of the educational course 
and 21 of the massa.ge course. These 
graduates are in large demand all 
through the city, while one graduate 
of the educational course. Miss T. 
Cunllffe, Is teacher of physical educa- 
tion at Bombay in India. Miss Cun- 
llffe bat >recentlr asked for more 
workers to'' come to her aid, as the 
need Is increasing. All the graduates 
of the maBsa.ge course have worked in 
military hospitals since graduation. 

The staff of the School of Physical 
Education is drawn largely from the 
teaching staff Vof the Unnersity. The 
executive consists of Prof. Dale, of the 
Department of Education; Dr. Har- 
vey. Medical Director of McGill Uni- 
versity; Miss Hurlbalt, warden of the

ARTS '» DEBATE. 

Arts '23 will hold a debate on Wed- 
nesday next, at 12.00 o'clock, in. the 
Latin room. The resolution. That' final 
esaminaUons ought to be abolished, 
will be upheld by Messrs. Werry and 
G. 'Webster, and the negative will be 
argued by Messrs. Gaboury and Hayes. 

This will be the eecKmd debate held 
by Arts '32, and promises to be as 
successful as the first one, which was 
heM: not long ago. The plan followed 
Is that each speaker is given five min- 
ute» to present his arguments, and^ in 
addition, the leader lof the affirmative 
has three minutes for rebuttal. Titis 
plan leaves ample time for the Judge's 
remarks and for discussion, w>Jch 
goes a long way towards making a de- 
bate' character interesting.

The first course in physical educa-

1916, the M.A.A.A. provided limited ac- 
commodation for practical work in 
the morning. For the past three 
years both the . educational and mas- 
sage courses have demanded the full 
time of the students, as classes are 
heTd all day. In 1918, the clerical 
work of the school Increased so much 
that a balf^ime secretary. Miss Mac- 
Lean, a graduate of '08, was appoint- 
ed to assist the physical director,

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The fourth of the series of lectures 
on Government was delivered last 
night at Strathcoua Hall. Prof. How- 
ard, the speaker, handled the subject, 
the Government of the City, in an 
able and masterly way. The meeting 
was opened by Judge Qreensbields by 
a short address, in which he hinted 
that something startling might be ex- 
pected along with some amiable cril- 
iuism. 

Professor Howard began his ad- 
dress by reading fi'om Section Four 
of the Charter of 1897, which defines 
the city as consisting of Inhablt&nts 
and rate-payers united in a corpora- 
tion. To explain the term corpora- 
tion, the speaker spoke at some 
length, pointing out how the different 
corporations of companies and towns 
bagln. M 

After these iffeliminary remarks, 
Professor Howard proceeded to ap- 
proach his subject by giving a sum 
mary of the city's histor.v, and thus 
pointing out the development that has 
taken place in its system of govern 
ment. 

When Jacques Cartier discovered 
the Island of Montreal he foun| on It 
Hochelaga, a colony of about a thou- 
sand Indiana, living In long huts, 
grouped together and surrounded by 
a triple fortification. However, when 
Chaanplaln visited the place about fifty 
years later, he found no trace of this 
colony. Cbamplain founded a trad- 
ing post, where the present Custom 
House now stands, and called it Porte 
Royale. 

The next colonists were a band of 
missionaries, mostly priests and nuns, 
under Maisoiineuve, who intended to 
make "^of Jlonlreal, au outpost for 
Christianity. These colonists arrived 
in 1642, and the settlement t^tey 
founded was permanent. Soon it be- 
came necessary to provide^ for the 
government of the new colony, which 
now numbered 250. and in 1663 the 
priests took over the adniini«tratlon. 
The Parliament at Quebec, however, 
still held the /eins of government, and 
continued to do so for some time, and 
although magisir^s were later ap- 
pointed they had no real municipal 
power, the government at Quebec was 
both provincial and municipal.

Theoretically, these "hours off" should 
be spent profitably in the library over a book, but in reality thi' 
case of things is the exception. 

For one thing, if the work to be done is of any but the 
simplest kind, the student is apt to l'égard one hour as quite in- 
sufficient time to do more than get started upon it. The time 
that is consumed in going over to the librai'y, removing li»ts, rub- 
bers and overcoats, picking out the necessary books, and settling 
down at a table, eats into the sixty minutes to a sui-prising extent. 
-69sidej!L-this,.:there are men who are unable to get down to their 
work unless they set their mind to the matter as to a sort of 
sacred function, and any excuse that permits of spending an hour 
otherwise than at study is cheerfully accepted. Men in this re- 
spect seem to be worse off than the women students, to judge by 
the difference apparent between the business-like fashion in 
which the latter leave the buildings at the end of a lecture period, 
and the loitering amble down the campus, which is customai'y in 
the ca.se of the former. 

For men, too, the temptfttion to go to the Union and indulge 
in an hour's game of billiards or pool is strong, and the sight of 
a number of his companions preparing to spend their time in this 
way, has many a time proved too much for a man without much 
will-power. 

When the number of hours lost in this way by one student, 
in the course of a week, is added up the total is surprisingly high, 
and we leave it to our friends with mathematical brains to cal- 
culate exactly how much the student's efficiency suffers by it. 
After all, a remedy is hard to suggest, and all that can be done 
is to re-echo the old maxim about "improving the shining hour." 
We know enough of the psychology of the college man to realize 
just how much effect such maxims have.

.Next came a period of trouble for 
the young colony. "Wars with the In- 
dians and the English colonists, and 
before long the wealth resulting from 
a thriving fur trade led to debauch- 
ery, all of which gave great trouble to 
the governing priests, who, however, 
made noble efforts, and in a large 
measure succeeded in maintalnin; an 
orderly government. Finally the 
colony was taken by the English in 
1763. 

Under the new regime magistrates 
were appointed, and an engineer was 
appointed to undertake the construc- 
tion of public utilities. Soon a com- 
pany was formed to provide a water 
supply, and water was led from the 
mountain to the reservoir, the second 
storey of the administration building. 
This reservoir served its purpose for 
lome years, until it finally burst, af- 
:er which the authorities came to the 
ronclusion that the administration 
building was not the right place to 
Keep a reservoir. 

To illustrate the remantable growth 
»f the city, the speaker gave a few 
4ates and statistics. in 176J, when 
^he English occupied the town, the 
population was not more than 3,000. 
in 1800 it was 12,000; in 1850; 50.000; 
In 1867. 100,000; in 1900, 250.000;^ in 
1916, 500,000, aad now, according to 



the local census, the population is 
670,000, or if Greater Montreal be tak- 
en, it is 730,000.- 

To describe the condiUons ot life 
in the colony a hundred years ago. 
Prof. Howard read a passage from 
Bourchette's description of Montreal, 
which was published in 1815. This 
described the town as most beautiful, 
with ordinary streets twelve feet wide, 
and he especially mentioned "the won- 
derful Notre Dune street, which is 
thirty feet w!dc." He further de- 
scribed the town as being buUt on soil 
as fertile as any in the world, cover- 
ing 100 acres, or if the outlying set- 
tlements be included, 1,000 acres. 
Then, to llltutrate further the amaz- 
ing growth of our city, the speaker 
compared these figures with present 
day figures, stating that Montreal 
now covered 33,000 acres. 

Further' reading showed that In 1818 
Montreal sUII had the pallsadea stand- 
ing, and that the harbour, which has 
always been under government con- 
trol, had no wharves or accommoda- 
tion of any kind for ships, altho^ugh 
steamboats were already in existence. 
All this time the government bad 
been carried on from Quebec, but f'.n- 
ally in 1832 a charter was issued to 
last for four years. Under this a 
council of twelve aldermen and a may. 
or was elected by the people. This 
charter, however, was not renewed, 
because of the rebellion and unrest of 
that period; but In 1840 a second char- 
ter was granted, by which 
the ' council 'and' mayo^ ' tvas 
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appointed from Quebec, The 
iirst mayor under this second char- 
ter was Peter McOill. In 1843 « new 
provision was made for Alontrcal's 
government, This time the nine 
wards elected aldermen, who, in turn 
elected a council of eleven members 
and a mayor. This was s step up- 
wards and the system was çoon .iKa'.n 
changed, for the better, for after 1S5I 
the mayor was elected by popular 
vote. Finally a consolidated charter 
I was aiven during the years of 1897 
land 1898. by which the governing body 
j was composed of a mayor and fcrty. 
;two aldermen, and this charter also 
gave the right to make annexations. 
.Many amendments, however, have! 
changed this charter, until at the pres-| 
ent time there are only twenty alder- 
men. 

The franchise was then described vs 
being given to any male of 21 years 
of age, and to several classes of wo- 
men, and to corporations, ap<j any 
voter Is eligible for Iho offices 'oi ald- 
erman or mayor. 

Under the consolidated charier just 
mentioned the work of the variotis de- 
partments ot health and protection 
^•as carried on by comiuittees under 
a chairman, who, in fact, became an 
autocratie head of the department. 
Taxation was allowed on real estate 
to the extent of 1% of its assessed 
value, and on corporations, and 
licenses of all descriptions were au- 
thorized, and In addition the city was 
allowed to borrow as high as 15% of 
the value ot taxable property. This 
last figure, the speaker said, is much 
too high. "It should not," he said, 
"be above B%." 

The system ot autocratic rule that 
developed, and the resulting financial 
condition of the city, led the provin- 
cial legislature to make still another 
amendment to the constitiitlon, and luj 
1909 a conimisston of five was elect- 
ed to take part In the government. It 
was hoped that this commission would 
improve matters, but they made a 
great mistake at the outset by raaln- 
taining the old system ot autocratic 
rule of the separate departments^ thus 
no unity ot action was aecure and 
conditions were pot Improved. An 
attempt was soon made by the city at- 
torney to break up this new system 
but it was a failure. The Provincial 
Legislature, at length, interfered and 
Inattgurated a tremeadoua change. A 
board ot administration was' appo'nt- 
ed, to have practically complete con- 
trol over all city affairs. It consists 
ot five members. Including the city at- 
torney, who is the chairman, the city 
controller, the city treasurer. The old 
commission is gone and the council 
of aldermen, over which the mayor 
presides, is practically powerless, and 
in the majority of cases need n(>t even 
be consulted. 

This form ot government is a 
great step backwards, but the desper- 
ate condition of affairs demanded it 
and the work of the new commission 
has Justified the decision. 

To ibow what good work they are 
doing, professor Howard presented 
several charts, which Illustrated the 
organization that they have made, and 
briefly described the conditions v/hlcb 
they found existing on their taking of- 
fice. 

To conclude, it quoted the words of 
a distinguished European philosopher 
who described a great future is in 
store for Montreal. 

Judge Grcenshiclds ihen, in his 
witty manner, commented on the 
speech just concluded. Dean Lee 
then moved a vote of thanks and an- 
nounced the next lecture on our judi- 
cial system by the Judge himself on 
Monday next.

Aeronautical slang is more easily 
understood when one considers the 
nature anil personnel of the air ser- 
vice. Both in the United States and 
Canada the men who responded to the 
call for aviators were predominantly 
college students or men recently out 
of eiollege. 

What the instructor-flier meant 
when he told of taking a kiwee for a 
ride was that he had a ground or non- 
flying officer with him on the trip. 
The applicatlofi of this term to the 
ground officer was the result of an 
e\1dent belief on the part of the cadet 
who first used it that the kiwee, a 
worthy member of the bir"! family, was 
a non-filer. Bird lovers and natural- 
ists who wrote to Texas newspapers 
in defence ot the kiwee abowcd that 
quite the contrary was true. Never- 
theless the nickname stuck. 

An airplane was rarely called by its 
rightful aante; it was usually a boat, 
ship, bus or taxi. The wings ot an air- 
plane were frequently referred to as 
the "decks." When a filer spoke ot 
the "ceiling," he meant the maximum 
altitude attainable by his jihlp. 
A "jazz ride," in automobile par- 
lance, is a joy-ride. 

Some of the terms at the flying 
fields had elastic meanings. An ex- 
ample was the term "crash." A lay- 
man would suppose an arrplane which 
had met with a "crash" was fit only 
for the junk heap. But such waa not 
always the case. Any bad laniding, in 
which the plane waa damaged the least 
bi:, was a "orasb." It included every 
thing fpzm a alight breakage to com 
plete destruction.
